March pay- 
ments totaled $8,654,000,000, 
which was 21 per cent more 
than in the similar month last 
year. The total for the first 
quarter of 1942 rose to $25,065,- 
000,000, which was. nearly 25 
per cent more than in the simi- 
lar period of last year. Of the 
first quarter income, $17,253,- 
000,000 was in thé form of gal- 
aries and wages, compared with 
$13,857,000,000 in this classifica- 
tion a year ago.

The normal complement of 
each is 1480 men. 

The aircraft carrier Saratoga, 
which displaces 33,000 tons, was 
built in 1925. Its complement, in- 
cluding flying personnel, is 2122. 

The aircraft carrier Yorktown, 
built in 1936, is a vessel of 19,900 
tons. Its normal complement, in- 
cluding flyers, is 2072. It has space 
for more than 100 aircraft; the 
Saratoga’s normal aircraft load is 
81 planes; its maximum is 90 
planes. 

The Warspite class of British 
battléships, one of which the Jap- 
anese reported baaily damaging, 
consisted originally of five vessels, 
completed during the last World 
War. They are 30,000-ton ships, 
mounting eight 15-inch guns. One 
ship of the class, the Barham was 
sunk in the Mediterranean in 1941. 
The others are the Queen Lliza- 
beth, the Warspite, the Valiant and 
the Malaya. They have crews of 
about 1150 men. 

The Australian cruiser Canberra, 
of 10,000 tons, was launched in 
1927. It carries eight eight-inch 
guns and has eight .torpedo tubes 
in addition to lighter weapons; 
its complement is 679.

Lieut. Bulkeley said that gener- 


ally the Americans were  outnum- 
bered about 10 to 1 by the Japa- 
nese, whom he described as “very 
brave, very courageous and very 
pugnacious fighters who will fight 
until they are wounded or dead.”

Total of 96,501,000 Rationing Books 
Issued in Nation. 


WASHINGTON, May 8. (AP).—

the national population, OPA said. 
While the general registration

outlined in the statement, a candi- 
date’s political past is held of no 
account, and would permit the 
appointment of a registration pad- 
der or a ballot stuffer as long as 
the other requirements were met.

Driving Out the Devil. 

To Government economists, this 
“inflationary gap” is the devil in 
the nation’s economy. They hope 
to drive itout. . + q : 

There are two ways to get rid 
of the gap. If you don’t get rid 
of it one way, it tends to burst 
out the other. But it never quite 
succeeds. The two ways are these: 

(1) Squeezing the extra money 
out of people’s pockets; storing it 
away where it can’t bid up prices. 
For present purposes, the same 
thing could happen if everybody 
saved his extra earnings, instead of 
spending them. , Since people are 
only human, that isn’t likely. 

Other ways of accumplishing the 
same end are: to°make people earn 
legs, Bo they don’t have extra 
money; to take their extra mosey 
in taxes; to take it away from 
them in “compulsory savings” be- 
fore they get it and to-cut down 
their credit. 

(2) Letting prices go sky high, 
so that the big sums of money 
that people earn on war jobs are 


only just enough to buy the bare 

necessities of life. Thus, the in- 

flationary gap tends to close up. 
A Practical Illustration. 

Leon Henderson, the price con- 
trol boss, says something of this 
kind was happening in the last 
nine months in the United States. 
Last August, the nation had a 
greater volume of consumer goods 
than at any other time. With con- 
version of industry to war jobs, 
the volume of consumer goods now 
is about 7 or 8 per. cent less than 
that of last August. 

But the dollar value of constm- 
er goods now is about the same as 
it was last August. In other words, 
people can spend the same amount 
on consumer good# but they will 
get less for their money than they 


did last August. 


kept rising, the gap between the 
amount’ of money people have to 
spend and the goods available for 
purchase would close. But when 
prices rise, people demand higher 
wages, industries have to boost 
their prices further to pay the 
wages, and wages and prices get 
to chasing each other up the bar- 
ber pole of inflation in a vicious 
circle that usually ends in com- 
plete economic chaos. Something 
like that happened to Chinas War 
economy.

When people have more ey 
than there are goods’ they start 
bidding against each other. That 
shoots prices up. eoretically at 
least, you‘can stop the price from 
going higher by saying, through 
Government order: “This is the 
end. From now on, the price stays 
right where it is.” You abolish, in 
effect, the law of supply and de- 
mand. 

Another way is rationing. .To 
date, the administration has gone 
a short way on rationing, a long 
way on price-fixing. Rationing 
now affects only sugar, tires, new

The National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Grocers is already sug- 
gesting that the “freezing order” on re- 
tail prices is unjust. Prominent news- 
papers are contending that the price ceil- 
ings ordered last week mean the death 
knell of retail business. 

In Southeast Missouri, one paper has 
already printed an editorial tirade 
against cei on retail prices. This 
same edito contended, on the other 
hand, that ceilings on wages and farm « 
prices were warranted. This type of 
logic evidences the continual lip service 
given to sacrifice, but the determined 
refusal to translate this lip service into 
a more potent influence for winning the 
war. - : 
As recoghized by the Post-Dispatch 
and others genuinely interested in check- 
ing inflation, the only thing wrong with 
the retail price-freezing order. was the 
lateness of the date at which it came. 
We must be ever vigilant and constantly 
on against the efforts of vested 
interests to oppose measures designed to 
secure the co-operation and participation 
of all in the anti-inflation drive. 

If there are injustices which retailers 
will suffer in some instances because of 
unreasonable wholesale prices, none will 
deny that these should be corrected. 
On the other hand, if unjust discrepan- 
cies between retail and wholesale prices 
are existent, ceilinged retail prices should 
prove a powerful lever im the hands of 
retailers for securing the needed adjust- 
ments. 

One item becoming increasingly neces- 
gary as an addition to the Post-Dispatch 
“War Program for the Home Front” is 


rationing of scarce commodities and |, 


those in danger of becoming scarce. 
True, rationing was listed in Roosevelt's 
seven-point program. Little more, though, 
has. been said or done about it. Price- 
fixing alone will not check inflation 
or secure equity in the distribution of 
necessities. 

In fact, price-fixing only can easily 
develop for us the dreaded Black Mar- 
ket of other countries. Without ration- 
ing, families of high incomé can secure 
more than they need even with frozen 
prices, while the low-income groups may 
find the supply of essentials exhausted. 
In sheer desperation they must turn to 
other sources—the Black Market. The 
longer we delay forthright attention to 
rationing the more imminent this threat 
becom 


es.

The court has taken the 
unprecedented action of suppressing two opinions by 
its own Chief Justice who, as a protest, resigned the 
chief justiceship, and of suppressing another by 
Judge Tipton. These opinions, the court says, con- 
tain matter “which is scandalous, impertinent and

Originally, the fire insurance cases. grew out of 
an attempt by the fire insurance companies to resist 
the power of the State to regulate them.

This question was taken to court and decided first 
one way and then another. On one occasion, Com- 
missioner Bradley of the Supreme Court’s Division 
No. 1 held that Judge Sevier’s order depositing the 
money was void, but Bradley’s opinion was never 
approved by the division. Judge Hays adopted 
Bradley's opinion in his dissent from the recent 
decision which revealed the feud in the court. 

In this decision, a majority of. the court held that 
the bank was not liable and could not be ordered to 
pay back the money, while Judge Hays and Judge 
Gantt felt otherwise. We. know why Hays felt. other- 
wise, but Gantt’s opinion has been suppressed, as 
well as Tipton’s reply to it and Gantt’s rejoinder to 
Tipton. : ;

Runaway inflation is a ‘catastro- 
phe that not only destroys the eco-' 
nomic life but undermines the so- 
cial and political stability of a na- 
tion and destroys the fabric of its 
social integration. The disintegra- 
tion of German society was the re- 
sult of the great inflation of 1923. 
The consequences of that inflation 
were different on different classes. 
Industrial workers suffered but 
when it. was over they ‘were ex- 
actly where they had been when it 
started—they had lost nothing, be- 


was | C#use they had had nothing to lose. 


The great industrialists had a 
Roman holiday out of it.. They 
used loans to enlarge their plants, 
and repaid them in paper. The re- 
sult was an enormous transfer of 


monopolistic hands. 

What happened {0 the middle 
classes: Those in salaried posi- 
tions, school teachers, civil ser- 
vants, minor. executives, white-col- 
lared workers as a whole; and 
small owners, manufacturers, inde- 
pendent farmers, shopkeepers, and 
the relatively small group living 
from rents and securities? 

The incomes of these people were 
never vastly greater than those of 
the better paid workers. But part 
of those “incomes had been regu- 
larly invested, in insurance poli- 
cies, homes, business reserves and 
as a backlog against a rainy day. 
Economically speaking, this, and 
not their incomes, was the differ- 
ence between them and the work- 
ers. 

The inflation put them in a worse 
position than the workers, because 
they lost the results of their thrift, 
and they had less organized power 
as a. pressure group. 

7 * * 

HE political effect of this was 

to. destroy democracy. For 
everywhere in the world the miiddle 
classes are the basis of democracy, 
provided they are friendly to the 
workers. The political effect was 
to turn friendship into hostility, 
and ‘create the class basis of the 
Hitler movement, which, economic- 
ally speaking, is the radicalism of a 
'dispostessed middle class caught 
Between exploiting monopolists 
and workers. 2 

An anti-inflation program, if it 
works, is a protection for this class 
and for the whole of society. And. 
this is more so in America than in 
any other country on earth. For 
these middle people make the pe 
culiar culture and life of America, 
and in this country they are less 
petit bourgeois than anywhere else. 
The fluidity between the classes is 
greater, and there is less prejudice 
against manual toil here than in 
Europe. 


. ¢ *¢ —⸗ 

The American middle class is 
neither penny-pinching nor snob- 
bish; it is the most tolerant group 
in America. Those Americans with 
incomes between $2500 and $10,000 
a year are the most intelligent 
group. They furnish practically all 
the names that eventually get into 
Who's Who. They are not above 
the struggles of life; luxury is un- 
known to them; but they have seen 
that they can win the struggle 
through education, by the, develop- 
ment of culture and thought. 

They buy nearly all the books 
that are sold; they make enormous| 
sacrifices for the education of their 
children; they join the parent- 
teacher association and sit on the 


school boards. They live on budg-|. 


ets. They are the most careful 
buyers in America. They’ have the 
sense of quality that reckons other 
things than price in everything 
they buy. They are the supporters 
of every progressive movement. 
They are the. bulk of contributors 
to the Red Cross and the commu- 
nity chests. ’ 

Theirs are the “néat little houses 
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must agree is both necessary and 
desirable, which way of life should 
we choose to preserve and pro- 
mote? Should the middle classes 
accept the way of life of the work- 
ers, or should we consciously use 
the war to end the proletariat in 
this country, and lift them into the 
way of life of these middle classes? 


This is not a-question of income. || 


It is a question of how income is 
used 


Anti-inflation measures can eith- 
er proletarianize the middle class, 
with fatal results for the stability 
of the nation, or they can do just 
the opposite. 

’ > * 

The way of life of the workers is 
not the way of life of ‘the middle 
Classes. But for that the lack of 
status among workers is.to blame, 
as well as the economic ideas that 
have motiyated the American com- 
mercial system. Workers have been 
forced to live from day to day and 
from hand’ to mouth,. sometimes 
well, sémetimes badly, but never 
under Circumstances conducive to 
family planning Or saving. 

The result is that when their 
incomes. become enormously aug- 
mented, without the tradition of 
saving to offset them, the workers’ 
spending habits create

work unless saving habits can be 
created among the workers, or 
their incomes depressed. And no 
one wants the latter. |

As they 
develop they begin to . discover 
people who will serve their needs, 
things that will supply them, and, 
because they ‘are still only a bun- 
dle of wants and needs, they reach 
for what makes them comfortable 
without so much as a feeling of 

on or gratitude. Normal 
healthy little ones are self-bound. 

It is useless to talk to a child 
of 2, 3 or 4 about being unsélfish 
if one expects the talk to change 
the child’s behavior at once. The 
telling him will, in time, begin to 
modify hig behavior, but he will 
not really change his attitudes un- 
til experience puts meaning into 
the words,

Now with World War II on our 
hands it looks as though the-age 
of no-reason may repeat itself. In 
St. Louis alone, juvenile delin- 
quency is increasing at an alarm- 
ing rate. The first three war 
months of this year show more 
than a 10 per cent increase over 
the corresponding peace months of 
1941, Parents, working long hours 
in defense industries, are relaxing 
home discipline. General preoc- 
cupation on every hand with the 
business of war means less atten- 
tion from every quarter for grow- 
ing-up boys and girls. Better wages 
for papa mean more spending 
money’ for the kids and more 
spending money means greater 
temptations. The old war hysteria, 
wartime abandon, is again with 
us, and another “younger genera- 
tion” is in the making in another 
era of trouble. 

x * * 
ISPATCHES from London show 
that in England juvenile crime 
has increased 50 per cent since 

the beginning of the war. Juvenile 
courts have been jammed, reform 
schools have long. since bulged 
beyond capacity. 

“And,” says Frank X. Reller, 
who, as chief probation officer of 
the Juvenile Court, has watched 
St. Louis’ recent rapid rise in 
juvenile delinquency, “we are 
headed for the same thing ugpiess 
some protective and preventiv 
program is worked out.” 

In St. Louis among boys under 
17 years of age, holdups have shown 
an increase in the first three 
months of this year. Of a total of 
777 arrests made so far this year 
by the Morality Squad of the Po- 
lice Department, a surprising num- 
ber were girls in their teens,

Probation Officer Reller point- 
ed out that, under Section 9673 of 
the Missouri Statutes, any boy or 
girl under the age of 17 who visits 
any place where liquor ig sqid is 
a “delinquent” and can be brought 
into Juvenile Court. 

“But,” Reller said, “there has 
been no police drive on minors who 
visit saloons. And furthermore, a 
regular officer often hesitates to 
haul a minor into the station un- 
leas the kid is guilty of something 
like stealing an automobile. Often, 
I've seen a policeman come into 
his station with a kid or two in 
tow and. the other officers will 
jeer, ‘Well, copper, that the best 
you can do?". 

Reller recommends, as part of 
a preventive and protective pro- 
gram to check St. Louis’ rising 
juvenile delinquency rate, an es- 
tablishment of a force of “juve- 
nile” pélice officers. These would

W ifications is unquestionably 

boosting St. Louis’ juvenile 
delinquency rate, the old evils of 
divorce and the broken home and 
the influence of crime, detective 
and romance magazines, are still 
doing their work in landing boys 
and girls in Juvenile Court. 

“Lack of religion,” says Pro- 
bation Officer Reller, “is another 
thing that should not be over- 
looked.’ More than 60 -per cent 
of all the cases that come into 
Juvenile Court are kids that don’t 
go to church or have never had 
religious training.” 

Both Causino and Reller chorus 
the challenge to organized groups 
in St. Louis to act and act quickly 
on our problem of juvenile delin- 
quency. 

“Crime prevention,” Reller sums 
up the situation, “begins not. in 


_the electric chair, but in the high’ 


chair.” 

Last year the cost of our munic- 
ipal government was $20,829,685. 
Of this amount, crime accounted 
for $1,467,929, or 7 cents out of 
every taxpayer's dollar. This year 
that cost will rise. The figures 
of the Juvenile Court are  con- 
vincing proof. For the first three 
months of 1941, 910 juvenile of- 
fenders were brought into court; 
for the corresponding months of 
1942, there were 1009. 

“Something,” says Reller, “had 
better be done and be done 
quickly. We. have had an example 
in what happened in England. I’m 
no alarmist, but the facts: tell the 
tale. The ‘younger generation’ is 
a problem. The fault doesn’t lie 
with the kids themselves. It lies 
with us grown ups. The kids 
can’t organize and promote a pro- 
grant.

At every table West selected the 
spade jack as the opening lead, 
Winning with the blank ace, all 
declarers then laid down the heart 
king. When West showed out, four 
declarers made the correct play 
from dummy. They carefully un- 
blocked by calling for the heart 
jack or 10. After this vital precau- 
tion, the play proceeded smoothly 
as follows: A diamond was led to 
dummy, and dummy’s remaining 
trump honor was led through East. 
Whether or not the latter chose to 
cover with the queen, declarer now 
was able to draw all of East's 
trumps without conceding a trick. 
After that, the rest of the hand 
was a laydown. Declarer could dis- 
card his three clubs on dummy’s 
long diamonds. Thus, the simple 
unblocking play of a heart honor, 
after West showed out, resulted 


-in the declarers taking 13 tricks, 


At the other tables, the declar- 
ers soon found themselves in hot 
water. At the second trick they, 
too, laid down the heart king, but 
when West showed out, they failed 
to note that an unblocking play 
would be necessary. At the third 
trick they led a diamond to dum- 
my’s king and led the heart jack 
through East. Whether East cov- 
ered was unimportant, because the 
third trump lead found -declarers 
still in dummy. Now, to re-enter 
the South hand for the purpose of 
drawing East’s last trump, these 
benighted declarers had to lead a 
low diamond toward the queens 
East promptly ruffed and then laid 
down the ace of clubs, following up 
with another club to West's king. 
These declarers were held to their 
10 trick contracts.
